All of the experts seem to agree 
that the first step in gaining new in­ 
dustry for a town is to clean up what 
you have. One theory on this seem s 
to be that you can not sell something 
that you are not proud of. Another 
is the fact that people would rather 
move to a clean city rath er than a 
dirty one. 
Taking* this into consideration, 
the Hamlin BCD has appointed an 
Action Committee to try to get som e­ 
thing started to clean Hamlin up. For 
several weeks now it has been show­ 
ing slides to various civic groups 
demonstrating just how bad Hamlin 
can look to the outsider — the old. 
falling down houses, the abandoned 
c a rs , the high weeds and all the other 
things that we tend to overlook be­ 
cause we see them everyday. 
This week, as a first step, the 
comm ittee is starting a campaign to 
get rid of the old cars scattered all 
over town, lf you don't think we have 
very many just sta rt driving around 
town and look. 
While there likely will be prob­ 
lems in getting all of the old cars 
out of yards, alleys and vacant lots, 
this is the easy part of the cam ­ 
paign. The hard part will come when 
it is tim e to go to work on the old 
abandoned houses that either need to 
be tom down or fixed up. 
This type of campaign has been 
quite successful in a number of 
towns. Snyder won the "All Am er­ 
ican City" award after such a cam ­ 
paign. The city of Post is working on 
such a project now and in the past 
two years they have hauled away 
some 200 junk cars and some 40 
abandoned buildings have been le­ 
veled. 
lf 
we 
could ever get Hamlin 
cleaned up I think that we could find 
it easy to keep it that way. People 
just seem to take m ore pride in li­ 
ving in a clean, well kept home; they 
enjoy working m ore in a clean, mo­ 
dem building; and I believe that they 
would enjoy living m ore in a clean, 
well kept city. 
If you have an old abandoned car 
in your yard or in the lot next door 
why not call the BCD office today or 
tomorrow and have someone come 
get it and haul it off. It won't cost 
you anything and you will find you 
have less problems with other junk 
accumulating in your yard. 
lf each person in Hamlin would 
just give an hour or two a week to 
this clean up project, it would be 
amazing how much change we could 
make in a month's tim e. Don't wait 
for someone* to ask you to help — 
volunteer now.

I just finished reading a copy of 
the new penal code for Texas that 
is up for consideration by the Legis­ 
lature. (This is the one that is draw­ 
ing all of the unfavorable comment 
from across the s ta te .) While I am 
not qualified enough in law to judge 
the full effect of this code I did note 
two things. 
One is the fact that a lot of un­ 
favorable comment is based on half - 
truths or ignorance. Most of the 
claim s seen in letters to the editor 
across the state do not have much 
basis of fact. 
The second thing I noted was that 
I could just about accept all the rest 
just to get the new hot check law that 
is in the new code. 
This new law seem s to take the 
view that if you write a check that is 
insufficient you should make it good 


o r face the consequences. It doesn't 
make any difference whether 
the 
person holding the check can prove 
you were trying to defraud him or 
not. It does not m atter what the check 
"was written for, it still should be 
made good or else. 
It seems to put the responsibility 
on the person writing the check 
where our present law seems to put 
the responsibility on the person tak­ 
ing the check.

JUNK URS STARTED 


After several weeks of pro* 
motional work, the Action 
Committee 
of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Develop­ 
ment announced plant this 
week to begin work on dean­ 
ing up Hamlin. The first step 
in the 
program 
calls for 
hauling off as many of the 
old abandoned car bodies as 
possible. 
To get the project started, 
Ellis West, co-chairman of 
the project, has asked that 
anyone who has an old car 
in their yard or on a lot to 
call or write the BCD of­ 
fice and someone will come 
and haul it off. 
Arrangements 
have been 
made to strip and crush the 
old cars down and baul them 
to Abilene. 
While the old cars are the 
first step in the committees’ 
project, they hope to interest 
the 
citizens of 
Hamlin in 
tearing down old abandoned 
houses or fixirrg them up as 
well as the usual cleanup 
program 
held by the city 
every spring. 
For several weeks now West 
and Jerry Smith, the other 
co-chairman, have been show. 
ing color slides to various 
civic groups in Hamlin show­ 
ing the need for such a clean­ 
up campaign. 
In making their presenta­ 
tion, the two men have point­ 
ed out the problem of abandon- 
ed cars, high grass and weeds, 
mesquite 
infestation, 
and 
other fire, health and safety 
hazards. 
West and Smith said they 
decided to open the cam­ 
paign with the old abandoned 
cars because they felt that 
this 
was the quickest and 
easiest way to get something 
started on the project The 
old cars are of no value and 
create a hazard to the com­ 
munity as well as being an 
eyesore. 
Added to this they said is 
the fact that they have vol­ 
unteers lined up who haul 


off the cars, crush and strip 
them, and haul them to Abi­ 
lene.

Snyder won the ’’All A m er­ 
ican City” award after such a cam ­ 
paign. The city of Post is working on 
such a project now and in the past 
two years they have hauled away 
some 200 junk cars and som e40 
abandoned buildings have been le­ 
veled.

could ever get Hamlin 
cleaned up I think that we could find 
it easy to keep it that way. People 
just seem to take more pride in li­ 
ving in a clean, well kept home; they 
enjoy working more in a clean, mo­ 
dern building; and I believe that they 
would enjoy living more in a clean, 
well kept city. 
lf you have an old abandoned car 
in your yard or in the lot next door 
why not call the BCD office today or 
tomorrow and have someone come 
get it and haul it off.

I just finished reading a copy of 
the new penal code for Texas that 
is up for consideration by the Legis­ 
lature. (This is the one that is draw­ 
ing all of the unfavorable comment 
from across the sta te .) While I am 
not qualified enough in law to judge 
the full effect of this code I did note 
two things. 
One is the fact that a lot of un­ 
favorable comment is based on half - 
truths or ignorance. Most of the 
claims seen in letters to the editor 
across the state do not have much 
basis of fact. 
The second thing I noted was that 
I could just about accept all the rest 
j u s t to get the new hot check law that 
is in the new code. 
This new law seems to take the 
view that if you write a check that is 
insufficient you should make it good 
o r face the consequences. It doesn't 
make any difference whether 
the 
person holding the check can prove 
you were trying to defraud him or 
not. It does not m atter what the check 
"was written for, it still should be 
made good or else. 
It seems to put the responsibility 
on 
the 
person writing the check 
where our present law seem s to put 
t h e responsibility bn the person tak­ 
ing the check.

ation as an alien world. 
Mrs. Bell said “Hamlin's 
kindergarten 
program 
is 
fortunate to have the most 
up to date equipment.’’ This 
includes a 16mm projector, 
language master, 
cassette 
tape recorder, photo viewer, 
record player and a Peabody 
language development kit. 
Pre-registration for the fall 
kindergarten 
class 
is 
now 
underway through the office 
of Supt. C. F. Cook. 
Children who have reached 
their fifth birthdays, 
before 
July I, 1971, 
and are from 
families 
having incomes of 
$3,000 per year or less, or do 
not have sufficient, command 
of the English language to 
make satisfactory progress in 
the first grade 
are eligible 
for the program. 
Letters asking for informa­ 
tion have been sent to fami­ 
lies who might qualify. These 
are to be sent back to the of­ 
fice of the 
superintendent. 
The family 
will he notified 
immediately if their child is 
qualified.
